BE PROCEEDED WITH 


ALDERMEN HAVE PERFECT RIGHT TO INQUIRE INTO 
THE WAY IN WHICH CITY IS BEING MANAGED, 
SAYS MAYOR ARMSTRONG 


Mayor Armstrong is determined that 
the investigation into the conduct of 
civic affairs shall be of the most 
thorough-going character, and that 
every one of the charges that have 
been preferred against Commissioner 
Houillon shall be taken up in detail 
by the council. Ile expressed the opin- 
ion this morning that the letters of 
Superintendents MeNaughton and Bis- 
wanger should be taken up by the 
council, and that that body should de- 
mand answers to any questions which 
they may wish to put in regard to the 
matter. The discharged superintend- 
ents should be allowed to give evidence 
before the investigating committee at 
{he request of any alderman. 

It is now certain that nol a fea- 
ture of the administration of the past 
vear that has been subject to criti- 
cism will escape the most careful 
scrutiny by the aldermen, This, the 
mayor considers, is the only way of 
clearing the political atmosphere. Un- 
til the inquiry has been carried through 
to its ultimate issue there can be no 
harmony, no peace in the civic organ- 
ization, 

His’ Worship is convinced that the 
suggestion that the inquiry should de 
vonducted by a supreme court judge 
is not relevant to the situation, and be- 


| 


lieves that it is entirely a matter for 
the council to decide upon. 

“No eharges of graft) have been 
made,” said his worship, “and the mat- 
ter is one which the council should 
handie. Of one thing I am convinced, 
and that is that the whole — situation 
must be cleared up. The discussion in 
couneil last evening was futile. The 
aldermen are perfectly within their 
rights in asking an explanation of any 
matter in connection with civie affairs. 
They are entitled to get the explana- 
tion. It is better to bring all these 
things out, and let the couneil, after 
it has gone to the root of the matter, 
to make a declaration which shall set 
the public mind at rest. Several citi- 
zens have asked me why all this mys- 
terious business is not cleared up, and 
they expect to get information on this 
question.” 

Ald. McInnis has yery clearly de- 
fined ideas as to what the purpose, 
scope, and manner of conducting the 
civic departments should be. He ex- 
pressed his determination this morning 
that the eharges contained in the let- 
ters of Superintendents MeNaughton 
and Biswanger should be sifted to the 
bottom. These must be fully dealt 
with he said before he would be sat- 
isfied, 


THIRTEENTH ANNIVERSARY OF 
EXPLOSION ON U. S. S. MAINE 


MEMORIAL SERVICES IN HONOR OF THREE HUNDRED 
SAILORS WHO LOST THEIR LIVES THIRTEEN YEARS 
AGO TODAY OBSERVED IN AMERICAN CITIES 


Havana, Cubt, Feb. 15.—Members 
yf othe American and priiish colnies 
‘1 this city today placed flags and 
wreaths on the graves of the men who 
ist their lives in the explosion on 
board the battleship Maine just thir- 
Inen years ago. Appropriate ceremonies 
were also heldsn the Plaza where a 
slatue has bet erected lo the mem- 
ory of the yfgtins and in several cities 
in the Unjned States. In the past it 
has been the custom for the Ameri- 
vans of the. city to sail out to the 
wreek Of the Maine, which was lying 
in the centre of the harbor, and place 
wreaths and flags on the forward mast, 
the only portion of the wrecked bat- 
tleship above sea level, This was made 
impossible today, however, as the 
wrecking crew which is raising the 
battleship has removed all traces of 
the ship and are now working below 
the water, By order of the secretary 
of the navy the divers ceased their 
labors for four hours while the me- 
imorial services were being held, The 
erulser Denver and the second class 
hattleship Kentucky fred salutes. 

Just before dawn on February 15th, 
1398, the inhabitants of the city of 
Havana weer awakened by a tremend- 
ous explosion, panes of glass in build- 
ings on the water front were reduced 
to fragments and the belief was at 
first general that the powder maga-

zine in Moro castle had blown up. In- 
vestigation: proved, however, that the 
U. S, battleship Maine, whieh was 
guarding the entrance to the harbor, 
was thé’ victim and that hundreds of 
men pad lost their lives, Of a total 
complement of 650 sailors and oMeers’ 
and 89 marines over three hundred 
were Killed, while others were injured 
for life. The question as to the cause 
of thé explosion has neyer been detl- 
nit{y’settled. ‘The American govern- 
meént-contended thatcit was the work 


‘Of-Spaniards and=the war with Spain 


was the result.< Spain from the start 
claimed that ihe explosion had been 
caused by a@ marine sentry who had 
been smoking in the forward magazine 
while on duty. That such had been 
the custom was corroborated by a 
number of men who were blown into 
the water, but escaped with — their 
lives, The Spanish government de- 
manded that in justice to them the 
ship should be raised. The question 
came up in Congress several times but 
the appropriation was sidetracked un- 
{il the last session, when it was pas- 
sed, The wreckers have brought up 
several bones of victims, but to date 
have not raised enough of the wreck 
to ascertain whether or not the Maine 


was blown up from the outside as the }

| Police of Alberta Towns Asked

LETHBRIDGE CORONER 
IS HOLDING INQUEST 


Chinaman Heard Shots, But Was 
Too Frightened to Notify Of- 
ficials Until Murderer Fled. 


Taber, Alla., Feb, 145.—An inquest 
into the double murder was held last 
night by Coroner Higginbotham of 
Lethbridge. A farmer named Alexan- 
der, who lived near the scene of the 
crime, gave evidence that he had been 
awakened early in the morning by a 
Chinaman who told him that a murder 
had been committed. He summoned 
another farmer and a mounted police- 
man and drove to the scene of the 
crime, The body of the man was 
found lying on the bed. He had evi- 
dently been killed by a bullet which 
had entered his right temple. Further 
search revealed the body of Babe 
Adams which was found about one 
hundred feet from the house. She 
was clad only in night attire and on 
the ground near her were three emply 
revolver shells. There was no sign of 


the weapon with which the crime had 
been committed. 

The second witness, Alma Pearson, 
declared that there had been bad blood 


between the deceased man and the 
Japanese, who is suspected of the 
crime, 


The Chinaman who first discovered 
the crime said that about four in’ the 
morning he heard the woman cry out 
There?" A) few > moments 
later he heard four or five shots and 
then all was quiet. He was too fright- 
ened to leave and remained in his room

NEW MANAGER TAKES 
CHARGE THIS WEEK 
Second Oldest Hotel in the City 


Having Been Erected by the 
Late James Goodrich in 1882. 


W. G. Girvin, of Calgary, this morn- 
ing completed a deal whereby he be- 
comes the owner of the Jasper house, 
Jasper avenue east, the consideration 
being $55,000. The price paid gives 
the new owner possession of the land 
and building as well as the furnishings 
of the hotel. 
~The new proprietor will take charge 
of the hostelry in the course of the 
next few weeks. No improvernents or 
additions to the hotel will be made at 
present but an extensive rearrange- 
ment of the hotel will be undertaken in 
the near future. Mr. Girvin is an ex- 
perienced hotelran having had charge 
of several hotels in different towns 
in the west, 

The Jasper house is the second old- 
est hotel in Edmonton, It was erect- 
ed in 1882 by James Goodrich who 
came to Edmonton from the east one 
year previous to that tjme and im- 
mnediately secured the lot on which the 
holel is erected. The price paid for 
the piece of land was something under 
$200. 

The first building was a small brick 
veneer two stories high and wsa called 
the Jasper house being run as an un- 
licensed hotel by James Goodrich. In 
{886 it was rebuilt and addition was 
minade to it. The building was at that 
time considered palatial. In 1891 an- 
other addition was made and a license 
was secured that being the year in 
which the license law was put into 
force in North West Territories. 

James Goodrich continued in the 
management of the hotel until 1900 
when he died and his son Mr. L. A. 
Goodrich became owner and since that 
time has operated \the hotel. 

Four years after assuming the con- 
tral of the property Mr. L. A. Good- 
rich completely reconstructed the 
building making it a solid brick struc- 
ture three stories high) and = making 
many improvements in the service. 
Since that time the building has re- 
mained unchanged,

On the whole, however, he was. of 
the opinion that the grant would be 
upheld by the courts here, though he 
gave no definite assurance of its valid- 
ily. There was a possibility that a 
court might decide either way, 

Armory Site 

As to the purchase of an armors site, 
the solicitor was still less defnite in his 
assurance, It was a question which 
might be decided either way.

Farmers and the City 

Ald.. Gowan protested emphatically 
against what he deseribed as “an at- 
tempt to legislate the farmers out of 
the community.” When Solicitor Bow- 
en introduced an amendment to the 
market bylaw, to make possible the en- 
forcemetn of payment of all market 
fees and to make weighing compul- 
sory. Ald. Gowan spoke of the large 
contributions that have been made 1o- 
wards the upkeep of the exhibition as- 
sociation and board of trade. 

“We don't want to drive the farmers 
out of town,” said Ald. Hyndman, “and 
Ald. Gowan did not protest very vigor- 
ously against the bylaw when it came 
up in committee. Ald. Hyndman 
thought the couneil would be ‘willing 
to meet the farmers half way if they 
would present their grievances in de- 
finite form. 

Ald, Gowan voiced the views of the 
farmers. He said that he had fought 
against the new bylaw strongly. 

“Tf the farmers keep out of this 
town for four months, half the mer- 
chants will have to go into bankrupt- 
cy,” he declared, apropos the boycott 
threatened by the farmers’ unions. 


NclInnls Doesn’t: Sympathize 

“The farmers are the biggest cheats 
you ever saw," Ald. MelInnis © said, 
“There's no one on God's green earth 
thaUll do you as nice as a farmer, and 
he'll do it in sueh a gentlemanly way 
that you won't know it.” Ald, Me- 
Innis could not see why the farmers 
should object to weighing their hay, 
He scouted the idea that the threat- 
ened boycott could be successful, and 
thought the farmers would toe the line 
in double quick time if the aldermen 
put up a determined stand, 

The real grievanee, Ald. Gowan 
pointed out, is that the farmer must 
weigh hay when they go on to the 
market, not when they sell. As a 
farmer might keep his load on the 
square for a couple of days, feeding 
his team with hay from his rack in the 
meantime, but little protection to the 
purchasers was thus provided. 

Mayor Armstrong also thought many 
farmers Were trying to beat the public 
by selling in bulk, 

The amendinent to the market bylaw 
was carried, and the bylaw will now 
be enforeable.
